Meds atorſhip, who ſits at the Right Hand of his Father, continually 
taking /zrerceſſion, as our heavenly High Prieſt, for us; teaching © 
ws by his Spirze, how to pray ; and then offering up the Incenſe 
four Prayers unto God the Father, and praying for us ; always . 
deholding and ſeeing the face of the Incampehenſible aſſt of _ 
4; to whom no Mortal Eye can approach. *- 
' This 1sa Trying Day, that is coming vpoy all the Earth,and 
the Inhabitants of the World, and of the Sea, a day of Angaiſh 
ad unexpeCted Calamity ſhall oggrtake them unawares : For the 
tay of Recompence is at hand 3 the Lord is drawing his glittering 
Sword, and his Arm ſhall devour Fleſh; he will avenge him of his 
Enemies, and recompence it_to his Adyerfaries ; a day of terrour, | 
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a day of ſhaking, a day of trembling, of winnowing and ſifcing : 
and a Conſumption of all Fleſh, ſuch as never was upon the Earth, 
every man's hands upon his Loyns, as a Woman in Travel, becauſe 
the day ſhall burn as an Oven, and ſhall leave neither Root nor Branch, 
Do they conſult ? Ic ſhall not ſtand. Do they take Counſel ? I: ſhall 
come to nought. For the Lord is on his way, as a Gyant refreſht 
with Wine ; andas a Mighty Man of War, he ſhall thraſh the Na- 
tions. 

Bleſſed are they that fly unto the Living God for Refuge, and

Fuſion, Contradittion, Confuſion of Language and under Standing, Fea- 
louſies, Miſtru#t, Falſeneſs, betraying and devouring,and a breaking 
and defeating of the Wiſe-Socieries, and Combinations, ſhall be: all 
the Wiſdom of the Wiſe is confounded and betrayed, to his own 
Shame and Deſolation.

not where to turn for Safety. But look unto the Lord, that hath 
called you forth of Darkneſs, and viſited you and your Fathers, 
when you fate in ng and under the Region of the Shadow of 
Death, by the meſſage of the Light of his glorious Goſpel; and re- 
member how he led you, and covered your heads in the day of 
ſtorm ; how he gave you Srength, a Mouth, and Wiſdom, and 
Courage in the day of your Humiliation,Simplicity,and Tenderneſs, 
when-you ſought the Lord in all things, and that he went in and 
out before you, and you waited far his dayly direCtions, and coun- 
{elled all thereunto in themſelves, that they all might come to be 
taught of the Lord, and know the Lord, from the leaſt of the Peos 

le to the greateſt. Oh ! conſider then, and let it rent your 
| oniing and humble you continually within your ſelves, to follow 
on ſtill, to know the Lord, and to look unto the Author of our 
Salvation in all things: ſtand ſtill, ſtand ſtill: Who is this that 
ſaith, 1 have done this ? This was by my Wiſdom, my Counſel, 
Lahour, my UnderFtanding, I have brought thu to oſs » This wi 


the Lord overthrow, and all the Carved Images, all the pleaſant 
Pi&ures, all the fair Buildings, all the wiſe Platforms of Srruttures, 
the Lord will overthrow, that none may be exalted, or glory in

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any thing, but dayly dependency on the Lord, and following oft, 
to know more of him z and not glorying, that Spirits are (through 
his Name ) made ſubje&t ( when Sataz deſcends like Lightning ) 
but rather that your Names are written in Heaven, 

Dwell in the Faith, for it is written, The uſt ſhall live by Faith. 
And it is Faith in the Son of God Chr:## Jeſus, which hath cauſed 
his L:ght to ſhine in our hearts,that overcame the World firſt ;and 
all that did,and do overcome theWorld,and in the end are crown» 
ed with Victory, overcome through Faith in his Name, that was, 
is, and 1s yet to come. Oh ! ſtand ſtedfaſt, without wavering, be 
faithful unto Death, and he will give the Crown of Lite ; watch 
againſt that which would lead the Mind from S::{neſs and Quier- 
neſs, watch againſt Thoughts and Words,and multitudes of Cares, 
under pretence of Serving God and his Truth : for Chriſt faith, 
Without me ye can do nothing : andexhorts his Diſciples zot to be 
Coen, and reproves Martha (a Mcmber of the Trae Church) for 
her being too much troubled with Serving, and complaining of 
her Siſter to him; and reproved Peter, that thought carnally in 
taking upon him to admoniſh his Lord, though it was his Love to 
his eMaFer, yet it was alſo his Ignorance of the Purpoſe and 
Fore determination of God) and his Preſumption that cauſed him 
to err. Therefore it is in Patient Learning, that every one muſt 
poſſeſs their own Souls : and having the Loyns of their Mends 
girded, and their Lamps trimmed, wait for the coming of their 
Lord, who will come, and his Reward is with him, to give to every 
one of his Servants, according to the Works he hath commanded 
from them to be done. Bleſledare they that are watching and ſo 
ber, that are not drunk with Pride, with Yain-Glory, with Prehe- 
minence z nor, are not choaked, nor furfited,nor byaſſed from the 
known Will and Mind of the Lord, for Honour and Greatneſs- 
ſake which is an empty Name : Ad how can you believe ( faith 
Chriſt) that receive Honour one from another, and not the Honour 
that cometh from God only. And then are found taking their Fel- 
low Servant by the Throat, and bearing, repreaching, nick-naming , 
ſlandering, contemning, and caſting forth as Dung to be trodden 
upon. Oh !the Lord is coming, that will cut you aſunder, and will 
give you your Portion with Hypocrites; yea, Abuſers of his 
Tru, you Renters of his Church, for which he died, ye proud Scof- 
fers, heady high-minded, Daubers, = Flatterers among(t all _ 
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e repent, or the Lord will be dreadful unto you z you have gone 
in the way of Carr, killing the 7=ff, in the Tyranny of Nemrod, 
hunting before the Lord :. ye Gyants, and mighty Men, the Lord 
will cut you off; ye are inthe way of Corah, Dathan, and Abiram, 
that reſiſ the Truth, and lay occaſions of ſtumbling, and Offences 
before the Weak, cauſing the Offence of the Croſs to ceaſe,ye that 
render Reviling for Reviling ; ye deſpiteful, venemous Peſpar- 
terers of one another, to the Shame and Scorn of the World. You 
manifeſt what generation you are of, you /ntraders, that have not 
the Wedding Garment on, but the Rags of Self-conceitedneſs, and 
fwelling Thoughts, and abounding of your own naughty unmorti» 
fied W:/dopn, carnal, ſenſual, and deviliſh : the Lord is a \wifc Wit-. 
neſs againſt you all, you Renters, and Sowers of Diſcord, Whiſper 
ers, Tale-bearers, and Beckbiters, Diſturbers of Societies, Families, 
Nations, Kingdoms, Princes, and People, the Lord will root you 
out, and take away your falſe-Covering of pretended Relzg:on, and 
you ſhall be a hiſſing to all People. 

But all that love the Lord, and all that ſeek his Face and love his 
Appearance, and that nothing, whatever the pretence be, can 
content, or cauſe you to take np a Reſt, ſhort of the Lords comfor- 
table, inwardly refreſhing,. Soul-fatisfying Preſence, who only 
ſpeaks Peace to his People;that they turn not again. to Folly. Oh ! 

ear Brethren, thoſe words of the Meſſiah, are often as an Alarm 
founded in my Ears, When the Son of Man comes, ſhall he find Faith 
pon the Earth ? Itell you, Nay : Oh! how much talk to little 
parpont ? How much Profeſſion,and how little Faith in theWorld ? 
Therefore awake to Rzghreouſneſs, all you that ſleep, that Chriſt 
may give you Life; and be not ſlothful and negligent, ſaying in: 
heart, The Lord delays his coming ; and a heart of Unbelief enter 

on, take heed of a Spirit of Sleep and Slumber ; or, of eaſineſs to: 
joyn and comply with the Spirit of this World, through Diſcon- 
tentedneſs ; Oh! whether can you go? Have you-not heard him 
to ſpeak to your Sou!s ? whiPſt your hearts melted within you, at 
his Love and Glory, that has-the words of Eternal Life ; therefore 
draw near to the Lord, and he will come, that ſhall come and will 
_ tarry : yet a little while, and Saran ſhall be trodden under 

00t. 

Be not diſmay?*d, theſe things happening, are not Temptations, 
otherwiſe than what in ſome reſpeR, have come for a Tryal a- 
mongit all Gog*s People; as ye may read in Chriſt's words,. 

which 
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which warned his Diſciples againſt thoſe rhat cry, Zo here, and 
Lo there ; bidding his not to go forth : and the Apoſtles in 
theig Epiſtles, ſpeaking of Intruders : and as there were Falſe Pro- 
phets amongſt the Few:jh- Church, ſo ſhould there be Falſe Teachers 
amongſt them, which unawares, ſhould bring in damnable DeQrine, 
denying the Lord that bought them. Now, this was ſpoken of 
thoſe, that erring from the Spirit, the Comforter and Leader into 
all 77th, ſhould ſet up the Form of Godlineſs, denyin; the Power. 
And here hath been the Apoſtacy amongſt the FEWS 
and CHRISTI ANS, the one, and the other falling to 14o- 
latry, under a Pretence of God's Worſhip, and owning Chriſt; but 
denying the Sufficiency of his Spiritual and Inward Government, 
have ſet up their own Inventions and Commandments, and then 
have impoſed Conformity and Uniformity thereunto : then there 
hath been produced amongſt all ſuch People, Srrife, Hatred, Scorn, 
Wrath, Malice, Revenge, Fury, Diſadain, &c. and who got the 
Carnal Weapon, Bodily Perſecutiou over all the reſt. And thus 
the Myitery Babylon, the Mother of Harlors, and abomination of 
the whole Earth, has wrought, and High and Low, Rich and Poor, 
have been made drunk and quarrelſome with the Cup of her Forn:- 
cations, as Satantransformed, and intruding amongſt the Sons of 
God, in his transformed, unreforming Miniſters, hath exalted 
himſelf in the Temple of God, over all that may be called God, 
pretending to give Rules and Laws to the People in Spiritual 
Things, howto walk ; and then his Kingdom 1n the AfrFery, ir 
Pride, Lordlineſs, and Plattery, Preſumptuouſneſs, High-minded-- 
neſs, &c. hath again gone forward - therefore, where-ever this 
ſhall be, it is naught, and the time of its ſtately Reign is draw- 
ing near unto an end ; for the Lord of the Vineyard will come him- 
{elf, and will gather his into the Divine Unity z which all the Rzgh- 
teows in all Ages have waited for, and in Faith, ſee it afar off, and 
reſted in hope together with us, to be made intire, compleat, and 
>rfefted in him, who is the ReſurreQion and- Life Eternal. 
Bat Oh! you diſtreſſed, and not forſaken ; you afflicted, . but 
never forgotten of the Lord, you Children of. Zion, for.whom 
the Lord is on his way ; you that have no helper in the Earth, but 
for your Teſtimony-ſake to the Lord, are fet as Butts, to ſhoot 
at, by the Proud and haughty of the Earth.. Ah! the Lord will

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hear, !ifc up your heads and rejoyce, for all tears ſhall be wiptd away 
frem your Eyes. They that touch you,touch the Apple of the Lords 
Eye; for which he will rebuke Nations, and diſtreſs many People z 
keep on your way, in which the Lord hath called, nd led you by 
his Grace and Spirit to walk in ; love the Simplicity of the Goſpel, 
love one another unfeignedly, bridle the tongue, condiſcend to 
them of low degree, ſerve one another in love, and without up- 
braiding; have Salt in your ſelves, to favour withal, fer great the 
Myſtery of Ungodlineſs, but it has been well with the Upright in 
heart in all Ages and Generations, when the Wiſeand Crafty have 
been taken in their own Snare. The Wiſdom of Men favours not 
the things of God, and this intruding and petting place, having 
Men's Perſons in Admiration, have bred diſturbance, and wiſe 
men (ſo called) have made work, with oppoſition of Sczence 
( falſly ſo called) one againſt another, troubling the Peace of the 
Lord's People, and ought to be avoided and ſhun*d, for it hath 
ſtumbled the weak. Therefore eye the Lord, and hold the Uni- 
ty in the Spirit; which Spirit of Truth is the bond of PerfeRtion - 

And all keep out of the ways ofthe World, the Rock of cur Sal- 
vation is the ſame, which will not permit any of us to be tryed ( if 
we do abide in his Counſel ) further than what we ( he aſſiſting ) 

ſhall be able to bear, and all our troubles ſhall turo to our Good : 

the Lord will turn the Wrath of Man to our Good. Thercfore 

hold faſt whar you have received of the Lord, and let a Spirit of 
Mercy and Tenderneſs compaſs you about; and of ſuch as fall,have 

Compaſſion, making a difference; for fome are betrayed as a Bird 

in the ſnare of the Fowler ; unto whom the Lords tender Bowels 

are open, and he w1ll never forget the Love of their Youth, but 

will pluck them as brands out of the Fire.

So all look to him, of whom the Brazen Serpent in the Wilder-
